GERMAN FLYERS LAND ON 
ICE-BOUND GREENLY ISLAND | 
AFTER 34 HOURS IN AIR 


Storms, Headwinds and Fog Drove Plane 500 


Miles Off Its Course on Its 2100-Mile 
Flight From Ireland. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, April 14.—Having 
made the first airplane flight 
across the North Atlantic from 
East to West, the crew of the Ger- 
man Junkers monoplane Bremen 
was safe today on lonely ice-bound 
Greenly Island, Quebec, in the 
Straits of Belle Island, off Labra- 
dor. 

After fighting storms, head- 
winds and fog on its flight from 
Dublin the plane came down 1077 
miles short of its destination; 
Mitchel Field, N. Y., and far off 


its course, at noon yesterday. It/| 


had covered 2125 miles on an air- 
line in 34 hours and 32 minutes, 
and presumably much more when 
deviations from the course are 
figured. 

The propeller and the land- 
ing gear were damaged as the 
plane landed. It was regarded as 


impossible for the plane to have, 


landed on the island itself which 
is a little more than a square mile 
in area, and it is assumed the land- 
ing was made on the ice. 


Sister Ship Won't Go to Rescue. 


The Junkers’ F-13, sister plane 
of the Bremen, will fly neither to 
Greenly Island nor to Washing- 
ton, it was decided today, but will 
await at New York the arrival of 
the trans-Atlantic flyers. 

Miss Herta Junkers, representa- 
tive here of her father’s company, 
which built both monoplanes, said 
that uncertain weather and landing 
conditions made it inadvisable to 
attempt to fly the F-13 to the re- 
lief of the stranded aviators. 


The active co-operation of the 
Canadian Government in sending 
the steamer Montcalm to th-» 
lonely island, she said. had made 
unnecessary a projected flight to 
Washington to consult Government 
officials. The plane was returned 
to its Curtiss Field hangar today. 


News of the flyers’ safety was 
slow in rea®hing the world because 
of the isolated spot where’ they 
landed.

ROCKEFELLER ESTATE HAVEN 
FOR VERMIN, SAYS OFFICIAL 


State Game Protector of New York 
Says Pocantico Hills Should 
Be Patrolled. 2 

The 2000-acre Pocantico Hills 
estate of John D. Rockefeller in 
Westchester County, New York, 
contains more vermin to the acre 
than any other tract of land in the 
United States, E. T. Townsend, New 
York State Game Protector, 
charges in an editorial tn the May 
issue of Field and Stream Maga- 
zine, 

Townsend cites the Rockefeller 
estate as an example of the crimi- 
nal folly of providing game refuges 
where shooting is prohibited with- 
Out also providing for the control 
of crows, hawks, foxes, weasels, 
etc. 

“There is never a shot fired at 
game on the Rockefeller estate,” 
he says. “I cannot conceive of 
more ideal cover for ruffed grouse, 
Nearby property contains both 
grouse and rabbits. Yet |} am will- 
ing to take an oath that there’s not 
a ruffed grouse or a rabbit on this 
tract. There is no attempt made 
to kill vermin. No finer example 
of the worthlessness of an unpro- 
tected refuge can be cited.
